Firelighters, salvagers struggle in search for yictims

CIMARRON, N.M. (AP) — . 
Debris from some of the 50 shat- 
tered buildings littered the base- 
ball field. 

The'post office was demolished 
and other structures in this his- 
toric Wild West town just vanT 
ished into nvisting air. 

A tornado that touched down 
Thursday afternoon injured five 
people, 'and left guns, clothing, 
di.shes and furniture scattered in 
the streets. Bits of insulation 
were puffs of pink in treetops. 

“We heard this roar, and it 
sounded like a train or some- 
thing. ” sa id resident Bob 
Giiaiibuso. "\Ve ran id'.see if if 
was a tornado, but we didn’t 
think so because we don’t have 
tornadoes in this part of the coun- 
try.” ' 

Cildhouse said when he saw' 
the funnel cloud, he dashed into 
the back of his home, and “gloss 
shot all over the place.” 

- Acting Gov. Waiter Bradley 
declared Cimarron a disaster 
area. TlioiStato police ahdithe 
Nuiional Guard imposed an 
overnight cuefew and installed 
roadblocks .10 keep outsiders 
from entering. 

The post office was demol- 
ished, its brick walls scattered on 
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the ground. A bank was totaled 
and several other businesses 
were near ly destroyed, including, 
a gas station,, pim parlor, flower 
shop and beauty salon. 

“There are buildings they can’t 
even account for — they’re 
gone,” state Public Safety 
Secretary Darren White said 
after touring this northeastern 
New Mexico town of about 1,000 
people.

The ■ Interior and 
Transportation departments 
announced proposed rules Friday 
that also would cap the numb er 
of flights allowable over the 
canyon each year. 

The rule proposes to ban 
flights over 87 percent of the 
canyon, including new no-fly 


zones over Marble Canyon and 
the Sanup Plateau. Flying now is 
banned over about 45 percent of 
the canyon. 

In addition, the new rules 
would prohibit commercial sight- 
seeing flights before 8 a.m. and 
after 6 p.m. in summer, before 9 
a.m. and after 5 p.m. in winter. 

The total number of.annual 
fli ghts Jn tlie_nexj_ two years 
would be limitcd'tb the number 
flown between Aug. 1, 1995, and 
next Wednesday, July 31.

Utah (XP) - 
IJd.’i iilder Ctninty’s tower clock is 
keeping time in a hack shop at 
Morton International where 
machinists have put in hundred of 
hours trying to fix it. 

The clock, made of black and 
green painted steel and machined 
l)rass, was purchased by Box Elder 
in 1887 from the Seth Thomas 
clock company for S433.1S. 

It n-as brought to Ogden by train, 
then shipped to Box Elder and 
installed in the courthouse tower. 
Smnewlicro, possibly after World 
\\'iir II, it quit. 

A community-wide project to 
rcsioro it ivas initiated last October 
when an attorney from Bountiful 
asked to sec the four-faced clock, 
which had been hidden a>vay in the 
courthouse tower.

|>tig manufacturer . Morton 
■International and watchmaker 


Richard DuPont offered tijeir ser- 
vices. , 

The dock is actually nvo mecha- 
. nisms: One that keepsSthne, and 
one that works a hommer that 
stnkes a huge bell. The time mech- 
amsm was mostly in place and sdll 
uscmbled, standing on a metal 
frame about 4 feet hi^. 

But much of the striker mecha- 
nism had been disassembled, with 
pieces stuffed into a wooden box 
and covered svith years of dust. 

Various parts induding the pen- 
dulw rod and a huge gear had to 
be built. The pendulum rod was 
custom-carvcd from mahogany by 
some Amish woodtvorkers DuPont 
found in Iowa. 

Monon machinist Gary Willques 
also has been directing the making 
of the needed parts. He’s put 126 
hours into the work so for, lie said, 
and two other machinists have put 
in abput.gs,mucb, all paid for by

Willques admits he would have 
done it for free.

But the 
harvest is not expected to exceed 
the overage yield of 55 to 70 
bushels per ocre in nonh-cemral 
Idaho, Hart said. 

Statewide, however, the 
Agriculture Department is still 
projecting o near-record winter 
wheat harvest with a record aver- 
ageyield of 80 bushels an acre. - 
Record ocreage was planted 
statewide in spring wheat 
• bemuse of the strong market, 
and anoints had expected some 
slippage in the production esti- 
mate of a record S2.S million 
bushels because of the more mar- 
ginal land that was rought into 
production this year.

RENO, Nev. (AP) — A fire that 
has burned 3,000 acres in the 
eastern Sierra Nevada forced the . 
evacuation of campers and pro- 
duced so much blinding smoke 
Friday that air tankers and 
water-dropping helicopters were 
grounded. 

Without so much as a puff of 
breeze, a blanket ofsmokc from the q 
fire burning in the Plumas National 
_ Forest hoverod over the region, cn>_ 
ating poor visibility for pilots. 

In Reno, 50 mUcs southwest of 
the fire, a hazy, stinky pall 
prompted health officials to urge 
people with asthma, allergies, 
heart or lung problems to stay 
indoors until the smoke clears. 

“We’ve picked up some humid- 
ity that makes the smoke more 
dense,” said Otis'Tumer, Nevada 
assistant state forester. "... 
Usually we have the westerly . 
winds that blow the smoke out. I( - 
you look outside today, there's 
not a bnjath of air moving." ' 

A band of thunderstorms that ,< 
moved through the region earlier.', * 
this week left a numter of light- 


ning-sparked fires throughout llic 
West. Fire crews were busy in 
California, Colorado, Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada, Oregon and 
Utah. 

In California, 600 firefighters 
were battling the blaze that 
broke out Hiursday under cloud- 
less skies along the eastern Sierra 
near Beckwourth, Calif. The 
cause of the fire is' under investi- 
.gation. _ 

The heavy -smoke forced 
authorities to ground their air 
support. 

”Wc had to suspend the air 
traffic due to the poor visibility 
problems,” said Donna Ambiel, a 
U.S. Forest Service spokes- 
woman.
